G.S.R. 179.—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 
642, read with sub-section (5) of section 10E, of the Companies Act, 1856 (I of 
1958), tne Central Guvtinment hereby makes the following rules, namely:— 

1. Short title.—These rules may be called the Company Law Board (Procedure) 
Rules, 1864. 

2. Definition.—In these rules, unless the context otherwise requires,— 

(a) "the Act” means the Companies Act, 1950; 

(b) "Board” means the Company Law Board as defined in clause (10A) of 

section 2 of the Act; 

(c) "chairman” means the chairman of the Board; 

(d) “member” means a member of the Board. 

3. Distribution of business.—The Chairman may, with the previous approval 

of the Central Government, by order in writing, distribute the business of the 
Board among himself and the other member or members, and specify the cases 
or classes of cases which shall be considered jointly by the Board. 

4. Autheulicatkm of orders and decisions of the Board.—All orders and deci¬ 
sions oi the Board shall be authenticated by the signature of the chalrman,or any 
other member or Secretary or Under Secretary to the Board or by any other 
officer of the Boaid specially empowered in this behalf by the Board.
